The President saw the in- 
cident and called the attention of officers 
to the man, who was immediately ar- 
rested. 

Welcomed to Tuskegee. 

Tuskegee had been beautifully decorat- 
ed in the President's honor. A number 
of arches, the foundations of which were 
made of bales of cotton, had been erected 
and covered with bunting. The platform 
from which the President spoke to the 
people of the city was made from $30,000 
worth of cotton in original bales. 

The President was met at his train by 
a Reception Committee, among whom 
were Mayor O, 8S. Lewis and Dr. John 
Massey, President of the Alabama Con- 
ference Female College. Escorted by 
company of State militia, he was driven 
to the college, which represented a typ- 
ical Southern scene. Cotton had been 
transplanted in long rows, and two old 
Southern negroes, with cotton 
sacks on their shoulders, were engaged 
in picking the staple from the plants. 
Several baskets of cotton were scattered 
about ‘the field. The President 
greeted at the college grounds by 
students and public school children.

RECORD RUN ON P. R. R. 


Special from Pittsburg to Chicago 
{ Made 468 Miles in 459 Minutes.

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—Records for fast 
time were broken on the Pennsylvania 
Raltlroad to-day by a special made up as 
a duplicate of the limited. On board were 
General Manager G. L. Peck, General 
Superintendent A. M. Schoyer, Third Vice 
President Atterbury, and division officials 
and guests. 

The special left Pittsburg at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning, and reached Chicago at 3:00 
o'clock this afternoon. The distance, 468 
files, was run in 459 minutes. 

The train encountered delays at Ne- 
vada because of track repairs, but despite 
that exceeded the best hopes of the men 
on board. The stretch from Pittsburg to 
Fort Wayne, 321 miles, was covered in 
five hours and twelve minutes. From 
Crestline to Lima, 72 miles, the run was 
made in 56 minutes; from Lima to Fort 
Wayne, 50 miles, in 44 minutes, and from 
Crestline to Fort Wayne, 131 miles, in an 
even 100 minutes, clipping thirteen min- 
utes from all previous records. 

Engineer, Charles Somers accomplished 
this, while engineer Holmes carried the 
train into Chicago, Conductor G. A. Hin- 
ney being in charge throughout the test. 
The run from Fort Wayne to Chicago, 148 
{ miles, was made in 140 minutes.

ENGLISH EXPERTS READY 
TO ADVISE ON INSURANCE 


Would Be Glad to Come Here and 
Help Solve Our Problem, 


BRITISH METHODS SUPERIOR 


London Actuary Says Letters from 


America Admit the Companies 


Here Can Learn from Abroad. 


Special Cable to Tom New YORK TIMBS. 
[Copyright, 19805.) 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—One of the. fore- 
most London actuaries made a sugges- 
tion to me to-day that may interest 
the persons in New York upon whom 
rests the responsibility for the reform 
of American life insurance manage- 
ment and methods. 

“Tf,” he said, “ your New York peo- 
ple really believe that it is in the pow- 
er of some of us life insurance men on 
this side of the Atlantic to give them | 
valuable advice for the betterment of 
the conditions prevailing in the New 
York companies, I am sure it would 
give us pleasure to respond to any 
practical suggestion for putting our 
views before them. It has occurred to 
me that if one of your life companies 
should desire a commission of British 
life insurance men to go to New York 
and confer with its managers as to the 
best way to proceed in order to put the 
company on a proper footing it would 
be easy to find men here in the high- 
est rank who would gladly undertake 
the work. 

“From what we have heard from 
America we have formed the opinion 
that the general view of well-advised 
Americans is that the methods of the| 
British life companies are superior to 
those of the American companies, and ! 
there is no doubt that the results here 
are far more satisfactory to the policy- 
holders than those obtained from the 
New York companies. I have had sev- 
eral requests recently from American 
newspapers for a statement of my 
views as to your insurance problem, 
and in each case the invitation has 
been based on the frank admission that 
the British life companies are_ better 
conducted than the American. 

“Of course I have refused to enter 


upon a public discussion of the Ameri- 
can life insurance question. It would 
not do anybody any good for me to 
give public expression to my tentative 
opinions as to what the American peo- 
ple should do to safeguard the inter- 
ests of life policy holders. I do not 
even care to say that we in London are 
able to tell the New York insurance 
men anything that is not.as well known 
in New York as here. AIl I say is that 
if the New Yorkers think we are ca- 
pable of helping them in any way they 
have only to call upon us in a proper, 
businesslike way, and we will respond. 

‘*My own idea is that the best results 


would come from a commission of two 
men selected with good judgment. I 
am sure the London actuaiies would be 
very glad if they could help their breth- 
ren in New York, for whom they enter- 
tain the kindliest feelings.” 





WON’T REMOVE HENDRICKS 


Or Kilburn, Higgins Says—Nothing to 
Warrant It, He Adds. 


ALBANY, 24.—Gov. Higgins em- 
phatically asserted to-day that in his 
opinion no charges had been filed against 
Superintendent of Insurance Hendricks 
or Superintendent of Banks Kilburn to 
warrant their removal. On his return 
from Olean this morning he told the re- 
porters that a false impression might 
have been gained from the manner in 
which certain things he said in this con- 
nection while in New York last Friday 
were reported.

FOUR YEARS, HE SAYS

Now 
Jerome says that was a case for the Fed- 
eral authorities. I will quote him the 
case of the People vs. Welch, in the New 
York reports. Welch was a tugboat Cap- 
tain, and through his carelessness caused 
a fatal disaster. The District Attorney 
of the county convicted him, and the case 
was carried through all the State courts. 
The conviction stood. It went to the 
United States Supreme Court, and the 
judgment was affirmed, all Justices con- 
curring. 

“That shows whether Jerome could 
have done anything in the Slocum case. 
The Federal courts had jurisdiction only 
over the Inspectors of the boats. The 
District Attorney had jurisdiction over 
the Captain, the crew, and over the Di- 
rectors of the company. Did Jerome make 
good?’”’

One bet of $300 to $100 on McClellan 
was made in Broad Street yesterday. 
Bunnell & Co. offered the odds, and M. 
F. Broderick took the short end. Later 
Bunnell & Co, put up $50 against $200 on 
the field against McClellan. The regular 


odds were 4 to 1. J. J. Judge bet $4,000 
to $1,000 with Frank Lawrence. 

The estimates of Hearst’s vote continue 
to rise. Even bets on his getting 135,000 
votes were offered freely yesterday. One 
broker bet F. Schwade $250 to $500 that 
Hearst would get 170,000 votes. So far no 
bets have been made on his winning the 
election; but the brokers say that he 
will take his place as a betting proposi- 
tion in a few days. 

The betting on the Osborne-Jerome con- 
test is at evens, with sometimes 10 to 9 
offered on Osborne. Comparatively, little 
money is being wagered on the District 
Attorneyship vote. Some one keeps pour- 
ing in McClellan money, offering 4 to 1 
steadily, and it was said yesterday that 
the 8 to 1 bet was a ‘ mistake.”

“In presenting our guest to the stu- 
dents, teachers, and citizens, I must not 
omit to express the gratitude felt by the} 
people of the Tuskegee Institute and by | 
the people of both races in this section | 
of Alabama for the honor which has been 
conferred upon them. 

“That the Chief Magistrate of our be- 
loved Republic of 80,000,000 people deemed 
it good and wise to include Tuskegee In- | 
stitute in his trip through the South and | 
spend a few hours seeing the work we| 
are doing here, brings to the heart of 
every man and woman of our race in this 
cc untry a degree of encouragement and | 
inspiration which it is impossible for any 
American citizen not of our race fully to} 
appreciate. : :

“I wish I had the time, not merely to} 
go around and see the buildings and the 
grounds, but to see the finished product 
outside.

The President's train arrived in Birm- 
ingham promptly on time. Mayor George 
B. Ward, surrounded by a Reception Com- 
mittce, delivered the. formal address of 
welcome at the station, and immediately 
afterward the party entered carriages and 
began the march to Capitol Park. 

A characteristic incident occurred at the 
close of the parade when the President 
asked the name of the lady riding at the 
side of his carriage. Miss Sammie Har- 
ris was sponsor for Troop D, one of the 
local cavalry organizations. The Presi- 
dent was introduced to her by Mayor 
Ward, and as he reached over to shake 
her hand he crowded the Mayor. Ex- 
cusing himself, he said: 

“I would run over a man any time to 
shake hands with a lady.’’ 

At Capitol Park, under the glamour of 
thousands of electric lights, the party en- 
tered the speakers’ stand. Gen, Rufus 
N. Rhodes welcomed the President on 
behalf of the citizens of Birmingham. 

‘* Alabama,” said the President in his 
address, ‘‘ has made a wonderful record. 
At the close of the war, shattered, war 
swept, it seemed that it was impossible 
for her people, in the grip of poverty as 
they were, to rally, and any people less 
strong than you of Alabama would have 
failed, but you had the stuff in you and 
you succeeded. 

“About the year 1880 the tide 
and the last quarter of a century has seen 
in Alabama a progress that would have 
been impossible in any other age 
any other nation than ours. The 
culture of the State went upward by 
leaps and bounds, but even more marvel- 
ous was your mechanical and induStrial 
success. You have here in your State 
coal and iron,

“But, my friends, there is something 
that is ahead of any kind of natural re- 
sources, and that is the citizenship of the 
man of the soil.

‘“*In the organizations of veterans after 
the civil war each hails to the other as 
comrades. It makes no difference whether 
the man was a Lieutenant General or 
whether he was the youngest recruit that 
served at the very end of the war. All 
that is asked is, Did he do his duty in the 
place in which he was? If he did, you 
are for him. If he did not, you have 
no comradeship with him. 

‘“*T ask that the same lesson that you of 
the civil war applied practically in your 
persons during and since that war be ap- 
plied by the rest of us in civil life. I ask 
that they scorn alike the base arrogance 
of the rich man who would look down on 
his poorer brother and the equally base 
envy of the poor man who would hate his 
richer brother; and that you apply to 
every citizen of this Republic just this 
one test, the test that gauges his worth 
as a man. Does he do his duty fairly 
by himself, his family, his neighbor, and 
the State and Nation? If he does, be 
for him, whether he is rich or poor, be- 
cause if you do not you are recreant to 
the spirit of Americanism.” 

On leaving Capitol Part the party 
boarded a special electric train and pro- 
ceeded to the Alabama State Fair 
Grounds, where the President was intro- 
duced by TT. H. Molton, President of the 
Birmingham Commercial Club, to another 
enormous crowd.

Assistant District Attor- 
ney Van Wyck is conducting the inquiry, 
and yesterday fifteen witnesses, most of 
them boys who are inmates of the insti- 
tution, were examined. The allegations of 
cruelty are made by parents of some of 
the lads. 

A son of Joseph Silcock of 144 Frost 
Street is said to have died while at the 
school. The father alleges that when his 
son entered the institution he was strong 
and healthy, but that after three months 
he was in such a condition that he had to 
be taken home in a carriage, being too 
weak too walk. The boy was later sent 
back to the school, where he died about 
three months afterward. The father al- 
leges that his son received harsh treat- 
ment at the institution.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The railroad 
accident statement recently issued by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission ‘cov- 
ered only the last quarter of the last fiscal 
year. For the entire year the record fol- 
lows: 

Passengers killed in train accidents, 350; 
injured, 6,498; employes killed in train ac- 
cidents, 798; injured, 7,052; killed in other 
than train accidents, 187 passengers and 
2.463 employes, and 3,542 passengers and 
88,374. employes..injured.. Total for. all 
classes, 537 passengers killed; 10,040 





injured; 3,261 employes killed, 45,426 in- 


jured. 

This shows an increase of 117 passen- 
gers killed and 1,965 injured, a decrease 
of 106 employes killed and am increase of 
2,160 employes injured: 

There were 6,224 collisions and 5,371 de- 
railments, with a total damage to railroad

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


It used to be the al-| 
most invariable custom, 
when one “civilized ’’

LIFE INSURANCE PROFITS. 


| Effect of the Steady Decline of the 


Earning Power of Money. 


From The Insurance Press. 

Stress has been placed on the fact that, 
although the life insurance business has 
prospered, as indicated by the accumula- 
tion of about $2,500,000,000 of assets, the 
so-called dividends on paid-up policies, 
that is, policies on which the holders have 
completed the payment of premiums (say 
ten, fifteen, or twenty premiums) have 
decreased in amounts. Some persons have 
the belief that the increase of assets 
should have been accompanied by an in- 
crease of dividends instead of a decrease. 

As a matter of fact, the increase of as- 


| Sets has caused, to a certain extent, a de- 


crease of dividends, the earning power of 


; money having decreased as the amounts 


increased. The evidence of the decrease 
of the earning power of money has been a 
matter of common observation. 

At the first convention of officials of 
the Insurance Departments of the States 
a committee reported that in 1870 the 
companies doing business in Massachu- 
setts earned more than 6 per cent. interest 
on average gross assets. 

David A. Wells, Shepard Homans, Eli- 
zur Wright, David P. Fackler, and C. F. 
McCay, all cminent actuaries, expressed 
the opinion that 6 per cent. interest would 
be obtainable on first-class securities for 
a generation to come. Six years later 
United States 4 per cent. bonds were 
selling at par. On Jan. 1, 1880, the legal 
rate of interest in the State of New York 
dropped from 7 per cent. to 6 per cent. 
The average rate of interest received by 
the life insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in the State from 1871 to 1897 showed 
@ decrease of about 1% per cent. 

The investments of the life insurance 
companies in recent years have been ap- 
proximately in the following proportions: 
Bonds, 40 per cent.; mortgages, 27 per 
cent.; real estate, 8 per cent.; stocks, 7% 
per cent.; premium notes, &c., 7 per 
cent.; cash, 4% per cent.; collateral loans, 
3 per cent.; other investments, 8 per cent. 
It has been the policy to place the bulk 
of the assets In long-term investments at 
fair, and necessarily low, rates of inter- 
est. ’ 

The average rate of interest earned on 
mean invested funds by thirty life in- 
surance companies from 1885 to 1904 in- 
clusive, was 4.90. In that period the 
highest average rate was 5.47, (1887;) the 
lowest 4.58, (1902.) The average rate for 
1900 to 1904 inclusive was 4.66. 

The small margin of the interest earn- 
ings in the life insurance business over 
the interest charges for reserves has 
steadily decreased, and there has been 
no help for it. 

One of the fundamental principles of life 
insurance—help one another—has been 
sustained during all of the period of the 
decrease of interest rate. Wherever the 
interest for old policy reserve liability 
at a high rate has not been provided for 
by earnings at that rate, the difference 
has been covered later by earnings at 
rates in excess of the rate assumed for 
a new policy-reserve liability. For ex- 
ample: If all policies issued in 1862 were 
on a 5 per cent. basis for reserve, and 
if the net interest rate of the earnings 
of assets at present were 4% per cent., 
the amount“held in reserve for the pol- 
icles would be shy one-half of 1 per cent. 
on interest charge. By issuing new poli- 
cies on a 8 per cent. basis for reserve and 
earning 4% per cent., there would be 1% 
per cent. to the good to cover the deficit 
of one-half of 1 per cent. on old policies 
issued on a 5 per cent. basis. 

By taking from the surplus, accumu- 
lated from various sources during a long 
period, an amount sufficient to increase 
the reserve, started on a 5 per cent. basis, 
to an amount for a 8 per cent. basis, the 
earnings for old policies can be main- 
tained, with a good margin for safety. 

Necessarily, the decrease of the earn- 
ing rate has caused the reduction of divi- 
dends on paid-up policies, dividends on 
such ‘policies being derived only from ex- 
cess interest earnings. 

If the earning rate and the liability rate 
be equal, no dividends can be paid or 
credited on paid-up policies. 

It might be said that, in the event of 
an earning rate of interest not being equal 
to the assumed rate for reserve liability 
on paid-up ‘policies, old policy holders 
ought to begin again to “‘chip in” to 
keep the account good, having taken div- 
idends from excess interest earnings in 
previous years. 

In such an event, however, the mutu- 
ality of life insurance, carried on and 
guided by wisdom and experience, would 
take care of the deficit, helping one an- 
other being the human interest factor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The armchair 
Constitutional philosophers are agitated 
over the question whether Vice President 
Fairbanks may not have opportunity to 
step into the White House and seize the 
reins of Government in the interval while 
the President is outside the geographical 
limits of the country on a warship making 
the run from the Gulf coast to the Vir- 
ginia Capes. The entire basis for the dis- 
cussion rests on the “ inability clause ’’ in 
the Constitution relating to the duties of 
the President and the powers of the Vice 
President. 

What constitutes inability is a matter 
not definitely settled and full of possibili- 
ties. The burden of opinion is that the 
Vice President is the judge of what con- 
stitutes ‘‘inability to discharge the pow- 
lers and duties of the sald office.” That 
point arose when President Garfield was 
dying, and it seemed the opinion of law- 
vers that it was for Vice President Arthur 
to decide whether the President's illness 
was such as to constitute “inability,” 
and also the moment at which his condi- 
tion reached the point of disqualification. 

There are many who ridicule the idea 
| that absence from the country constitutes 
“Inability,” and point to the silence of 
the Constitution on the subject of ab- 
sence. It is precisely because of the un- 
settled definition of ‘‘inability’’ that 
| Presidents generally have refused to 
leave the country, evon for a brief space.

Snyder, James Arthur, and Charles Ellison, all 
of whom sent horses to the City Park track to 
race in defiance of the congress rule, which 
classed City Park as an outlaw course. Ben- 
nett, who is a Memphis bookmaker, is a stock- 
holder in the Memphis track and in the Fair 
Grounds course at New Orleans and otherwise 
is interested with John Condon, the controlling 

spirit of the Turf Congress, in the fight on the 
American Turf Association, in which Eda Corri- 
gan is the chief individual. 

A big part of the turf quarrel is in the per- 
sonal enmity existing between Corflon and Cor- 
rigan, and the reinstatement of the owners of 
important stables of the East that last Winter 
sided with Corrigan has for its purpose the re- 
cruiting of strength for the congress. -The Turf

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24.—Sir Charles Kirk- 
patrick’s Pilgrim team of Association football 
Players met an eleyen of past and present 
University of Pennsylvania players to-day on 
Franklin Field and scored a most decisive vic- 
tory. At the end of ninety minutes of play 
the score stood 10 goals to nothing in favor of 
the Englishmen. A crowd of 5,000 persons, 
mostly devotees of the intercollegiate football 
game, were in the north and south stands, 
eager to note a comparison between the Red 
and Blue team and the British players.

BOYS WILL DROP FOOTBALL. 


Students of St. John’s Military School 
Say It Is Rough and Demoralizing. 


SYRACUSE, Oct. 24.—The students of St: 
John’s Military School in the adjacent Town 
of Manlius have decided to abandon football 
matches at the close of this season, owing to 
‘* professionalism, roughness, and demoralizing 
influences ’’ of the game as played at present. 
The decision is the first move in an effort 
to bring about a revolution in the methods of 
playing the game. Coples of the following 
resolutions adopted by the students have been 
sent to many preparatory schools and medical 
papers, with a letter asking co-operation: in the 
movement: 

Resolved, That the students ‘of St, 
John’s School at Manlius, drop the game of 
football after playing out the season, except 
among ourselves on our own grounds. 

‘That football as it is now playéd is more 
for colleges than for preparatory schools. 

‘“*That professionalism and fake scholarships 
are largely responsible for the unnecessary 


roughness, slugging, and demoralizing influ- 
ences of another noble game: 

‘That we endorse President Roosevelt's ef- 
forts to cleanse the game.’’ 

Col. Willlam Verbeck, principal of the sehool, 
has sent a letter to President Roosevelt and 
other prominent men of the country asking 
their co-operation in the movement, and be- 
lieves that the preparatory schools will estab- 
lish a sentiment against ruffianism in football 
which will have an influence on the colleges.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


The metheds of a very successful cir- 
ous follower, whose stock in trade was a 
bag of watehchains and whose equipment 
consisted of a folding table and a shrewd 
knowledge of human nature, are brought 
vividly to mind by the way in which 
professional pools operating in special 
stocks pretend to keep faith with those 
who act upon their gratuitous tips. They 
make good their promises one after an- 
other in a seemingly philanthropic man- 
ner. All that the follower needs is faith. 
The original predictions naturally are re- 
ceived with general distrust, but they 
are made good, and then, for the benefit 
of those who were too skeptical in the 
first instance to come in, fresh prom- 
ises are given. These are likewise re- 
deemed, and so on progressively until a 
following has been attracted on which 
the pool can unload, It was to the same 
weakness of human nature that the circus 
follower aforesaid appealed so success- 
fully. His business was with the rural 
patrons of the show. In the presence of 
a group of these country people he would 
spread out his table, display upon it his 
stock, and begin with the fakir’s usua) 
harangue, Then he would offer one kind 
of chain for 50 cents. Of these he would 
sell perhaps two or three, or at the most 
five, and promptly buy them back for $1 
each. Then he would offer a little better 
chain for $1, and sell twice as many, and 
these he would buy back for $2 each, 
Advancing to chains of the two-dollar 
brand, ne would sell still more of those, 
and buy them back for $4 each, or possi- 
bly for $5 each, according to the temper 
of the crowd. The reader anticipates the

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Importers Must Specify Tariff Para- 
graphs in Their Protests— 
Other Decisions. 


In overruling a protest filed by George 


+; Ww. Kavanaugh of Albany, the Board of 


United States General Appraisers decided 
yesterday that it is not enough for an 


‘|importer to specify in his protest the cor- 


rect rate of duty, but he must go further 
and point out the applicable provisions 
of the law, either by citing the paragraph 
by number or by describing the goods in 
such terms that the Collector may know 
the true nature of the claim and the pro- 
vision of the law under which it is made. 
In the case at bar, the board holds that 
the importer failed to make a proper pro- 
test, and, although the Collector’s classi- 
fication is erroneous, the customs tribu- 
nal holds that no relief can be granted 
the firm making the entries. 

In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the board 
denied a claim made by A. Hilbert of New 
York against the action of Collector 
Stranahan in levying duty at the rate of 
60 per cent. ad valorem on certain silk 
trimmings and embroidered articles. The 
Custom House authorities took the view 
that the articles came within the tariff 
definition of embroideries. On the other 


hand, the importer maintained that the 
merchandise should be returned as manu- 
ew of stile with assessment at 50 per 
cen 

Other importers’ protests overruled were 
those of the American and Foreign Trad- 
ing Company, New York; O. G. Hemp- 
stead & Son, Philadelphia ye se H. & 
L. Chase Bag Company, "i. Lown.

“My clients have brought a civil action 
‘against Wheeler and have had him arrest- 
ed because it was the only Way to hold 
him. The American 
Hair Company advertised last July that 
it would sell some of its stock at par. 
The firm needed the money to improve its 
,Diant. 
‘ment appeared the company received this 
letter from the Metropolitan Trading Com- 

lpany of 415 Broadway, 

Brothers: ‘If you have $50,000 or $100,000 | 
‘worth of stocks, and it has paid a divi- | 


dend, we can get for you a certified check 


-for double the amount of one year’s in- 
terest for a loan of the stock for a year. 
If you pay 10 per cent. dividend and lend 


our client $100,000 worth of stock, we can 


“get $20,000 for you in advance.’ 

“ Correspondence between Wheeler and 
the company followed,” said Mr. Billing- | 
ton, “and they sent a representative to | 
New York to confer with him. On Aug--1 
my clients received another letter from | 
Wheeler, saying: ‘We have an opportu-| 
nity to place your paper at once. So if you | 
send on a ten-thousand-dollar note to get | 
discounted and also a hundred-thousand- 
dollar accommodation note, in all $110,000, 
we can get $10,000 for you in a few days.’ 

“The company sent on $110,000 of notes | 
and $100,000 of stock as collateral, and 
got no money in return. Nothing was | 
heard of the Metropolitan Trading Com- | 
pany until Sept.. 9, when this was re-| 
ceived: 

“* We hereby agree to turn over $5,000 | 
to you in cash on Sept. 13 and the balance 
not later than Sept. 18.’ 

“That was the last letter received by | 
the company from George M. Wheeler. | 
His office, at 415 Broadway,” continued | 
Mr. Billington, ‘‘ consisted of one room, 
one desk, one chair, and one man. He 
was the Metropolitan Trading Company, 
and was occasionally assisted by his 
brother, William, whom we shall need | 
later on. 

“T called at the office and saw Wheeler | 
on Monday morning and asked him for the 
notes and stock. He refused to give them 
up.”’

‘REIGN OF TERROR FOR MONTHS 
All Those Who Took Part in Monday’s 
Street Affray Held for 
Trial. 


The Syrian colony in lower Washington 

Street, never particularly peaceful, is 
now, according to Magistrate Wahle, who 
| knows it, in a really alarming state. 
The rival Tongs in Chinatown are not 
| more bitterly opposed to one another, he 
.| says, nor are their members ready to go 
| to greater lengths to gratify their enmity 
than are the adherents of the warring 
| clans in Little Syria. 

“There has been a reign of terror in the 
colony for months past,’’ said the Magis- 
trate. “Business men there tell me that 
|the quarter has suffered losses aggregat- 
ing hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
I can readily believe this, for I know that 
ithe annual volume of trade there is more 
than $5,000,000, 

‘Outsiders, upon whom the quarter 
largely depends for patronage, are actual- 
ly afraid to enter its precincts, lest they 
become embroiled in one of the fights that 
}are constantly breaking out. Merchants 
|do not dare to replenish their stocks for 
|fear that their stores will be burned or 
looted. There is always the danger of 
an outbreak, and outsiders are as likely 
to get the worst of it as are the partici- 
pants.”’ 

At least four men were stabbed in 
Monday's riot, and the probabilities are 
that many others suffered injuries, and 
were hustled away to their homes by 
friends. Numerous arrests were made. 
When the prisoners ,were arraigned in 
lthe Tombs Court yesterday morning the 
corridors of the building were packed, 
Every Syrian in the crowd was excited, 
and it was necessary to clear the corri- 
dors before the cases could be taken up.

William Schaus Enriches the American | 
Museum of Natura! History. 


The American Museum of Natural His- 
tory received yesterday a valuable col- 
lection of moths, embracing 26,000 speci- 
mens, mainly from Mexico, Central and 
South America. The collection is the gift 
of William Schaus, formerly of this city, 
a son of the late William Schaus, founder 
of the firm of Fifth Avenue art dealers, 

Mr. Schaus has been for many years a 
tireless traveler and an enthusiastic en- 
tomologist. Four years ago he gave to 
the Museum a collection of 5,000 butter- 
flies gathered from the, Old -World, in- 
cluding rare specimens from Europe, 
Asia, Africa, Australia, and New Zea- 
land. The présent collection of American 
insects is the result of some three years 
of patient collecting, much of it under 
Mr. Schaus’s personal direction, in the 
centre of the Western Continent. 

William Beutenmuller, Curator of the 
Department of Entomology at the Mu- 
seum, was busy yesterday afternoon un- 
packing the endless cartons and tin bis- 
cuit boxes in which the collection arrived. 

‘A very valuable accession,”’ said Mr. 
Beutenmuller, “ particularly as the Mu- 
seum hag almost no specimens of South 
American insects, The first thing to do 
is to get them out: of their papers and 
cotton and put them in a moistening box 
to make them soften and epread out. 
Then we'll have three months’ work clas- 
sifying, mounting, and labeling them... We 
have just finished labeling and rearrang- 


ing our whole stock of North American 
Lepidoptera. This new collection of South
